The result is the mechan¬ 
ical professions are becoming a mo¬ 
nopoly for foreigners, and the owner¬ 
ship of some of the finest farms, even 
in Yew England, Is passing from 
Americans to Irishmen and Germans. 
Fifty years ago a father was not 
ashamed to put liis children to the plow 
or to a mechanical trade: but now they 
are "too feeble” for bodily labor; one 
bus a pain In his side, another a slight 
cough, another “a v<*-y delicate consti¬ 
tution," another is nervous; and so 
poor Bobby or Billy or Tommy is sent 
off to the city to measure tape, weigh 
coffee or draw molasses. It seems nev¬ 
er occur to their foolish parents that 
moderate manual labor in tlie pure and 
bracing air of the country is just what 
those puny, wasp wnisted lads need, 
and that to send them to tlie crowded, 
unhappy city is to send them to tlieir 
graves. Let them follow the plow, 
swing the sledge, or shove the fore- 
plane, and their pinched chests will bo 1 
expanded, their sunken cheeks plump¬ 
ed out. and their lungs now “cabined, 
cribbed and confined,” will have room 
to play. Their nerves will be invig¬ 
orated with their muscles; and when 
they shall have cast off tiieir jackets, 
instead of being thin, pale, vapid cox¬ 
combs, they shall have spread out to 
the size and configuration of men. A 
lawyer’s office, a counting room, or 
grocery store is about tlie last place 
to which a sickly youth should be sent. 
The ruin of health is as sure there as 
in the mines of England. Even of 
those men in the city who have con- 1 
stitutions of iron only five per cent sue-1 
ceed, and they only by “living like - 
hermits and working like horses;” the ' 
rest, after years of toil and anxiety, j 
become bankrupt or retire; and having! 
meanwhile acquired a thorough dls 1 
gust and unfitness for manual labor, : 
bitterly bemoan tlie day when they 
forsook tlie peaceful pursuits of the 
country for the excitement, care and 
sharp competition of city life. 


DIAZ AS A MAN OF DESTINY. 

Relation Between Hie Life and Bate 
of Mexican I independence. 

"If ever a man was a living proof 
that our fates are predestined,” said 
a mining man from Mexico, “it is 
President Diaz. 

"He was born at 11 o’clock at night 
on September lb. That is the anni¬ 
versary moment of Mexican independ¬ 
ence. although September 10 Is cele¬ 
brated as the national holiday. 

"The revolutionary conspirators had 
agreed on September l(! for the out¬ 
break nml were to open the ball at 
the ringing of a bell on the plaza of 
Guanajuato. But Illdalgo, the Mexi¬ 
can Washington, learned that their 
plans were known, so he rang the bell 
and started tilings going at 11 o’clock 
on September 15. 

“That was In 1810. Diaz was born 
September 15, 1830. 

"That is a matter of common 
knowledge and superstition in Mexico. 
What is not generally known Is that 
every one of his many children, legitl 
mate and illegitimate, was born either 
on September 15 or on the anniversary 
of some of his big military or political 
victories. I have it from a member 
of the Diaz household that there is not 
a single exception to this rule. 

"Every year on September 15 the 
people gather on the plaza in the City 
of Mexico. Diaz conies out on a bal 
cony above them sharply at 11 and 
rings the old Mexican Independence 
bell, which has been brought up to 
the capital. That is the signal for be¬ 
ginning the independence celebration. 

"Diaz, you know, considers himself 
a man of destiny. His life lias been 
one long fight against enemies, in¬ 
trigues. secret plots, open rebellion. 

"He lias beuten them all and estab 
lished a good government where there 
hud been only tyranny or chaos for 30t) 
years. They say that he lias grown 
superstitious about It all. believing 
that he is under a lucky star, and that 
he takes these coincidences of birth 
ns a mark of heavenly favor.”

! DONTS FOR THE YOUNG ORCHARD 

So many people who plant orchards 
think that after they have put the 
trees in the ground in a slipshod man¬ 
ner late in the spring, there is noth¬ 
ing more to do to them until they are 
laden with fruit. Their next duty 
will be to pick the apples, haul them 
to market and come home with a 
pocket full of money. With this class 
! of men apple growing is usually a 
failure, and they tell the truth when 
they say they don’t believe it pays to 
grow fruit. It does not if attempted 
on their plan; for they are out of 
; pocket what they paid for the trees, 
besides the little time they put in 
1 planting and caring for them, 
i Wo will not discuss in this article 
whether it pays to plant an orchard 
or not; but, instead, will give a few 
; simple don’ts which will be a help to 
i young trees that were well planted 
and have received proper care, as 
! nothing will help trees thut have not 
been well treated. 

Don’t let horses or sheep run at 
will in a young orchard or they will 
bark the trees. 

Don’t let cattle loose in the orchard 
as they will browse on tlie trees and 
break them down. 

Dou’t let the hogs run among the 
young trees, for they will rub against 
them and destroy any protection you 
place around the trees to keep vermin 
from girdling them, and the rubbing 
that destroys the protection will 
break the new roots. 

Don’t, when going through the or 
chard haul out your jackknife and 
sliver off a branch here and there, 
leaving stubs from one to two inches 
long to rot back into the heart of the 
tree. 

More money is lost on the tarm 
from carelessness and neglect than 
from any other cause. The same is 
true witli the orchard. It is only the 
careful man, that uses good judg 
rnent, who succeeds with any of his 
undertakings, it mutters not what it 
is. And especially does this apply to 
the growing of apple trees. 

In the mutter of winter mulching of 
fruit trees there seems to bo some di¬ 
versity of opinion. The main argu¬ 
ment in its favor is not so much the 
protection of the roots through the 
winter from severe freezing us the in 
fluence it has in early spring in keep¬ 
ing the trees from leafing out or put¬ 
ting forth buds too soon, if the 
weather is warm, to be nipped later 
by a lute frost. 

A good heavy mulch will keep the 
frost in the ground around the roots 
and prevent, the tree from budding 
until such time that the danger of the 
much-dreaded late frost is past. Do 
not. mulch with stable manure, as the 
hearing process it passes through is 
considered injurious to tlie trees. Jt 
is better to use old hay or straw.-— 
Nebraska Farmer. 


LEGS AND FEEf OF THE SOW. 

In the selection of the sow particu¬ 
lar attention should be paid to the 
legs and feet, as these have much to 
do with the serviceability of the sow. 
The legs should be of medium length 
and the feet and pasterns should be 
strong. If the sow has not these she 
will not handle herself in a proper 
manner, and if she becomes heavy 
will fail to take exercise. Weak 
limbs, pasterns and feet are detrimen¬ 
tal to the health of the sow, and 
hence to the health of her progeny. 
When wo consider that she is likely 
to transmit the same qualities to tier 
offspring we can see that strength in 
the parts indicated is important. A 
long legged sow is never to be desired 
as the hams are certain to be inferior 
in formation and quality. There is 
another consideration to be looked af- 
in the matter of the sow having strong 
limbs and that is that at farrowing 
time she will be unable to handle her¬ 
self skillfullly and will almost cer¬ 
tainly crush some of her pigs. This 
is a matter that is of such importance 
that a sow that has killed several of 
her pigs in this way should be reject¬ 
ed for future breeding operations.— 
Northwest Pacific Farmer.

Often 1 have noticed 
that the children of the family will 
pay so much more attention to the

We have paid especial attention 
to tiie rich color of the shanks and 
the skin. We find that this has help¬ 
ed in gaining an advance price on all 
poultry we send to market. They 
cannot be excelled as egg producers. 
The strain that we have has been en- 
j couraged to improve the size and reg¬ 
ularity of form in tbo eggs. Every 
consideration has been given in se¬ 
lecting the breeders. We have long 
since discarded the idea of hatching 
any chicks from hens other than those 
that are prolific egg producers, and 
yield even sized eggs of good form 
and slid 1. While at first this gave us 
.considerable trouble, it is seldom if 
ever that we now have any tiiat must 
bo discarded on account of poor egg 
i production.— G. A. M. in Northwest 
Pacific Farmer. 






NERVE-RACKING MOMENTS. 


OWN A BULL. 

Many a man with a good-sized herd 
of cows gets along without a bull, 
thinking it cheaper to patronize tlie 
bull owned by his neighbor than to 
own one himself. The trouble with 
that arrangement is that the progres¬ 
sive, ambitious dairyman does not 
usually have a neighbor that owns a 
really good dairy bull, lu place of 
the good bull the farmer referred to 
has purchased some cheap animal, 
and the surrounding farmers are 
obliged to patronize him or nothing. - 
Now, if there is a good bull in the 
neighborhood, and the fee for ids ser¬ 
vices is reasonably large, we would 
advise the dairyman not to buy a bull 
if lie has but a few cows. The high 
fee will act as a bar to the farmers 
who have poor cows, and they will 
give their patronage for tbo services 
of a bull that is not overworked in 
the matter of service, while he cannot 
afford to patronize a bull where the 
fee is so low that the animal is soon 
weakened in vitality. 

A first-class bull cannot lie pur¬ 
chased for little money, aud the en¬ 
couragement to purchase such lias not 
been great.. Therefore, in most cases 
the dairyman must depend on him¬ 
self. if ho can raise a few hundred 
dollars tor a bull that conies of a 
family of cows known for their milk¬ 
ing quality, he will have made a good 
investment. Even though he have a 
dozen cows and raises only half a 
dozen heifer calves, the results in a 
few years will show the wisdom of the 
course.—Ex. 

PROFITABLE CROPS OF STRAWBERRIES. 

The first ami most important con¬ 
sideration is soil fertility. Plants, 
time and money are wasted in the at¬ 
tempt to grow paying crops upon soil 
in poor mechanical condition, or de¬ 
ficient in one or more of the essential 
elements of plant life. No matter 
how strong and vigorous the plants or 
how careful the culture given, the 
maximum of yield cannot be reached 
unless these elements are present and 
in available form. 

Nitrogen, potash and ' phosphoric 
acid must all bo present, and the 
more nearly the proper balance is 1 
preserved, the more perfect the re- 1 
suiting crop. The former is mostly 
for the growth of foliage, and its defi¬ 
ciency will be quicky noticeable by a 
sickly and unnatural growth. As the 
plants breathe through their leaves 
and by this means assimilate the 
properties that go to form the plant ’ 
itself aud also its fruit it will bo eas¬ 
ily seen bow essential is a healthy 
growth of foliage to a proper fruit 
development. 

Phosphoric acid is essential to stim¬ 
ulate seed growth, for without a nor¬ 
mal development of seed there can bo 
no fruit. The fruit proper or pulp is 
produced merely as a receptacle for 
the seeds. Notice how in imperfectly 
formed berries, tlie ill-sliaped side 
contains no fully developed seeds. 
Little or no pulp is present because 
there is no use for it. 

Potash is essential to tiie pulp de¬ 
velopment or the fruit proper. Hence 
it will be seen that the absence of any 
one of the three will seriously affect 
the results as a whole. 

It is not enough that the soil lie 
rich in the three elements above 
named. There must also be present a 
goodly supply of humus. Ordinarily, 
new lands or those which have grown 
but one or two crops, give best re¬ 
sults in fruit production. And the 
conditions here found are the wise 
provisions of nature. 

Science tells us that the productive¬ 
ness of such soils is due largely to 
the presence of humus; its office be¬ 
ing to keep the soil grains loose. The 
texture being thus improved, the soil 
becomes more pliable and its power 
of moisture retention is greatly in 
creased. It also tells us that worn- 
out or partially run down soils may, 
in a measure be restored to primal 
conditions by the incorporation of 
humus into the soil, the addition of 
plant food, and crop rotation.—M. N. 
E. Petoskey in Northwest Pacific 
Farmer. 


A miss may be as good as a mile in 
some eases; in others the agony of sus¬ 
pense which precedes a narrow escape 
is almost as disastrous to the nerves 
as if the result bore out the apprehen¬ 
sion. An incident of the nerve-racking 
kind is related by a young man who 
was employed by a large clock firm. 
One of his duties was to superintend 
the putting up of steeple and tower 
clocks. 

There isn’t much chance for adven¬ 
ture in the placing of a clock. It is 
prosaic business, although it does take 
wne up to the heights; but now and 
then some little thing will occur which 
shows one how near the line of every¬ 
day living lies to that of tragedy. 

I was in one of the large western 
cities, seeing to the construction of a 
clock which vyas being placed in the 
tower of the city hall. Tin job was 
nearly done when, one afternoon, I 
was standing on the roof beside the 
tower, inspecting tlie great dial face 
above me. 

I have become accustomed to heights 
which a few years ago would have 
made me ill to think of. and I had 
stepped near the slightly guarded edge 
of the building without any more 
thought than if I iiad been on the side¬ 
walk. Far below me were tlie brick 
pavement and the busy people of the 
street. 

I was holding in my hand a screw¬ 
driver. a ponderous instrument used 
in adjusting some of tiie larger por¬ 
tions of the clock, and as I stepped 
near the cornice rail in some way I 
let the heavy tiling fall from my hand. 
It struck on the rail and then bounced 
out of sigiit. The sickening thought 
of the passers-by flashed over rnc and 
1 grasped the rail with both hands, and 
leaned far over in my attempt to fol¬ 
low with my eyes (lie fall of the imple¬ 
ment. 

A young lady was passing in front 
of the building, just in line with tiie 
falling screw-driver. I held my breath 
In an agony of suspense. It seemed 
hours instead of seconds before (he 
screw-driver fell on the bricks only a 
few inches behind the giri, who was 
so unconscious of her danger. The 
noise of the fall caused her to jump 
and look about her, but she never knew 
what had caused the mysterious sound, 
nor how near she had come to death, 
for the Instrument bounded off the 
bricks and landed harmlessly on Hie 
green sward that bordered the [lave¬ 
ment. No damage had been done, save 
to my own nerves, but never shall l 
forget the horror of those seconds of 
suspense.—-Youth's Companion.

Experiment on Doga teliow that Pal¬ 
atable Emu! la Busier to Assimilate, 

Recent experiments conducted by a 
well-known scientist have added much 
to the medical knowledge of the world. 
Dogs were the subjects chosen by the 
experimenter, and it was found that 
the articles of diet which the animal 
was particularly fond of met wiili a 
great flow of the gastric juices aud 
were accordingly digested belter and 
more quickly. For purposes of obser¬ 
vation tin' gullet of a dog was cut in 
sections and fixed to the neck, so that 
tlie food it ate fell through; the stom¬ 
ach of tlie animal was also divided 
into two portions, into one of which 
no food was allowed to enter, tile other 
being supplied only with the food nec¬ 
essary to life. 

If some tempting dainty was held 
before the dog and he evinced the 
usual signs of pleasure in the expected 
treat. It was noticed that at once the 
stomach juices sprang into piny, al¬ 
though the food when swallowed did 
uot reach the stomach at all. On tho 
other hand. If lie was fed with some¬ 
thing which he evidently did not have 
any preference for, there was no ac¬ 
tion of the gastric fluid. 

Also, more curious still, when food 
was Introduced, unknown to the ani¬ 
mal. into the working half of his stom¬ 
ach, it lay there absolutely dry and un¬ 
touched by the digestive juices for sev¬ 
eral hours, even though the food were 
of the most digestible sort. 

All of which proved conclusively 
that mere thought or favorable brain 
action of any sort concerning tlie fm d 
eaten not only assisted tlie digestion, 
but partly caused it. Prof. I’awlow, 
who made the experiments, thinks ih;s 
partly, at least, explains why men of 
letters are often dyspeptic. Their 
minds are busy with things far re¬ 
moved from their dinners when they 
are eating. The connection between 
the nerve which sends the important 
message down to the digestive machin¬ 
ery below for more oil and the patient 
engineer of nutrition Is cut off. So 
when unexpected orders for deglutition 
come piling in upon them they are 
not ready and the work is bungled. 



Chronic Bronchitis. 

After repented attacks of acute 
bronchitis, especially in those past the 
middle of life, there is a tendency for 
the disease to become established as 
a chronic affection. When this occurs 
ja perfect cure is hardly to be expect¬ 
ed, unless, perhaps, the patient is able 
to take up his residence permanently 
in a warm climate. Even when a cure 
appears to have been effected the mu¬ 
cous membrane of the bronchial tubes 
l remains vulnerable, and very slight 
i causes will theu bring about a return 
of the trouble. 

There Is usually more or less cough 
accompanied by thick expectoration, 
'especially In the morning. Sometimes 
the chest Is sore, and coughing excites 
a rasping pain. The heavy cough, re¬ 
turning In repeated attacks and final¬ 
ly becoming almost constant, at least 
from early summer well on into the 
autumn, at last causes a dilatation of 
tlie air cells in the lungs. This condi¬ 
tion—pulmonary emphysema, as it Is 
j called—induces a sort of asthma in 
which expiration is difficult, longer 
than usual, and accompanied by more 
or less wheezing. 

There is usually little to do for 
chronic brinchltis in the way of drugs. 
The so-called expectorants or cough 
mixtures are needed, as a rule, only 
when there is a fresh cold caught on 
top of the chronic condition. At such 
1 times the cough may become racking 
! and Incessant and call for quieting 
remedies. Cod-liver oil is almost al¬ 
ways good for these patients, unless 
it spoils the appetite. When it cannot 
be borne—and when it can, also—the 
I sufferer should eat plenty of butter 
and use cream freely. 

When the patient is gouty, a not un¬ 
usual contingency, an anti-gout regi¬ 
men should lie adopted. If possible, 
tlie colder part of the year should be 
spent in a warm climate. The dry air 
of the interior is preferable to the 
damp east winds of tlie Atlantic coast; 
but as the heart may be affected sec¬ 
ondarily to the lung trouble or to the 
kidney trouble which is frequently 
associated with it. the high altitudes, 
such as the Rocky Mountain region, 
are to be visited with caution. 

As will be seen from the general 
line of treatment indicated, hope for 
sufferers from chronic bronchitis lies 
in doing all that is [Kissibie to keep 
the general condition built up by hy¬ 
gienic living and general diet.—Youth’s 
Companion. 

PORT ARTHUR’S NEW COMMANDER. 



Cupt. Roosevelt. Mteamboatinan; 

It is an almost forgotten fact that 
President Roosevelt’s grandfather was 
the first man to navigate u steamboat 
on the Ohio aud Mississippi rivers. 
Capt. Roosevelt was a close personal 
friend of Robert Fulton, inventor of 
the steam craft. Soon after Fulton’s 
successful voyage on the Hudson the 
captain conceived the idea of launch¬ 
ing such a craft on what was then 
Western waters. 

In the spring of 1811 the vessel was 
launched at Pittsburg and the Presi¬ 
dent’s grandfather began his voyage to 
the gulf. He entered the Mississippi 
during the throes of the earthquake 
which devastated so much of Southern 
Missouri, but weathered the tumult 
successfully and continued his trip to 
New Orleans.

Eugene B. Bloch was hanged at Al¬ 
lentown for the brutal murder of a 
Mrs. Falsezinger at Allentown. He 
died protesting his innocence, declar¬ 
ing that a man whom he did not know’ 
had cut the throat of the woman and 
that he tried to save her and was 
found by her body. 

While in the mill a fellow workman 
was reading the paper aloud and came 
to the story of the hanging. Bloch 
cried out that he alone had killed the 
woman, not his brother, and collapsed 
utterly, saying that he had not known 
his brother had even been arrested 
for the crime, much less convicted 
and hanged. He made a full confes¬ 
sion.

The Senate started off with 
an appropriation of $11,000, provided 
in the general appropriation bill pass¬ 
ed at the close of the last session.

TRICKS TO GET DEER. 

Sometimes Stop When You Call, and 
Red Attracts Them. 

There are some tricks iu woods 
hunting that are common property. 
For instance, most hunters who pot 
partridges while the covey are sitting 
on a pine or spruce tree know that the 
lowest bird should be shot first. If 
this is done, nearly all of the covey 
will sit still to be butchered, but if 
the highest bird be shot the survivors 
will fly instantly. They are disturbed 
not only by the noise of the dead bird 
coming down through the branches, 
but they see it fall and take warning. 

Not many hunters know, however, 
that, a deer under full headway, speed¬ 
ing down a runway as if a legion of 
hounds were after it, will often stop 
still and instantly if it hears a shrill 
whistle. The whistle Is the deer's sig¬ 
nal of warning, of challenge, and of so¬ 
ciability, and It always attracts atten¬ 
tion from them. 

Similarly a running deer will often 
stop if it hears an unusual, but not ter¬ 
rifying, noise. A half-breed Chippewa 
of the Flambeau Reservation named 
Sam Pogon asserts that deer under¬ 
stand the meaning of the English 
word “Stop!” and always obey it. 

Whether this is true or not, and it 
isn’t, Sam says always says "Stop!” in 
a clear, mild tone instead of using the 
whistle, and Ills deer generally stop. 
He does a good deal of guiding, and 
It gives his patron rather an eerie 
feeling to lie hidden by a runway with 
him and hear him give his brief com¬ 
mand. 

The brown deer of the woods is as 
j much attracted by a red handkerchief 
i or any other bit of scarlet cloth as is 
j the antelope. Red sometimes angers 
j animals and sometimes arouses their 
curiosity, but it never terrifies them. 

That is one of the reasons why most 
Indian hunters wear red cloth bound 
around their foreheads: the other rea¬ 
son is that it Is a distinguishing mark 
of a human being and brother Indians 
or amateurs are less apt to mistake 
them for game and pot them as they 
move slowly through the trees. 

It is a fact not commonly within 
the knowledge of sportsmen tiiat a 
wounded deer, shot while speeding by 
a stand, will always come back to that 
stand if it has strength enough. More 
deer are finally bagged by men. who 
simply inspect the bloodmarks and sit 
down and wait than by men who tatfe 
up the blood trail. 


Of course, it is wise to follow the 
blood for a half-mile on a chance that 
the deer has gone down, but if it goes 
beyond that distance it is pretty much 
of a certainty that it will continue for 
some time longer, and in that case the 
best place for another shot is at the 
old stand. Why the deer does this Is 
not positively known, but it is prob¬ 
ably because it is best acquainted with 
that runway and in its hurt condition 
likes to be near its haunts. 

Some men in the woods will not 
shoot a doe at any time of year, no 
matter how tempting the shot, and 
they earn credit as self-restrained 
sportsmen. Others are not so con- 
sciencefu! and take deer of either sex 
ns they come. 

A few of these men are wise enough 
to know that in case a buck and doe 
are together and it it wished to bag 
both, the one to shoot first is the doe. 
If the buck be shot, the doe will flash 
away, never to return; if the doe is 
shot, the buck will probably make half 
a dozen .jumps going out of sight, but 
if no noise be made will always return 
to sniff at the body of his companion. 

This may be because the male has 
more affection than the female, or 
merely because his courage is higher 
and lie has less caution.—New York 
Sun. 

No Trust in Horses. 

I have spent much of a long life in 
the observation of horses. l have 
reared them, broken them, trained 
them, ridden them, driven them in 
every form from the plow to four-in- 
hand. The result of these years of 
study is summed up in one sentence: 
I believe tho horse to he part maniac 
and part idiot. Every horse at some 
time in his life develops into a homi¬ 
cidal maniac. I believe any man who 
trusts himself or his family to the 
power of a horse stronger than him¬ 
self to be lacking in common sense 
and wholly devoid of ordinary pru¬ 
dence, writes a Kentuckian to Har¬ 
per's Weekly. I have driven one com 
ntonplace horse every other day for 
six years over the same road, and then 
had him go crazy and try to kill him¬ 
self and me because a leaf fluttered 
down in front of him. 1 have known 
scores of horses, apparently trust¬ 
worthy, apparently creatures of rou¬ 
tine, go wild and insane over equally 
regular and recurring phenomena. No 
amount of observation can tell when 
the brute will break out. One mare 
took two generations of children to 
school over the same quiet road, and 
then in her nineteenth year went crazy 
because a rooster crowed alongside the 
road. She killed two of the children. 
If anyone can tell me of one good rea¬ 
son why man should trust a horse I 
should be glad to know.

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Hie White Mountain Forests. 

X occurrence of great importance was that in (ho 
United States Senate recently, when Mr. Burnham, 
of New Hampshire, submitted the favorable report 
of the Committee on Forest Reservations on the bill 
I to establish a White Mountain forest reserve, a measure 
which appropriates $. 1 , 000 , 000 , of which one-fifth becomes 
I Immediately available to establish a forest reserve of 1 . 000 . 
iitKt acres among the granite hills. The Senate ought 1 o 
pass it without question, and the House should concur ns 
1 heartily. 

The scenic glory of New England is the magnificently 
wooded White Mountain region of New Hampshire. But 
, how long could it continue to be so with the continuance 
! of the frightful slaughter of trees that has been going 
On there? Of all the Stales of the Union the cutting was 
ihe greatest per acre iu 1000 ; and it lias lessened very litllp 
since. Even now the ax is denuding the bases of great 
I mountains of their virgin forests, and spreading desolation 
j nlid ugliness in its wake. A strong hand must stop this 
i work or the beauty and charm of the locality will vanish, 

| perhaps forever. 

Nor is the question one of aesthetic pleasure only, into 
it comes the very practical inn 11 or of stream regulation 
affecting very closely the Merrimac valley cities of New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts. The five important rivers 
of the section either rise in the White Mountains or are 
fed by tributaries that originate there. The New England 
Congressmen should stand as n unit for this bill that means 
so much for the people, and there is no good reason why it 
should not succeed.— Boston Journal. 


Vortical handwriting, 

HE Chicago Board of Education has discussed the 
abandonment of the system of vertical writing, 
taught in the city schools. This innovation, intro¬ 
duced throughout the country about ten years ago. is 
a lad that should be dispensed with. It lias no justification 
in the reason of things. The whimsical notion Is about as 
silly as anything could be and survive a whole decade. 

What sort of sense is there In teaching a system of 
writing In schools that must be unlearned and learned 
again in practical life?

In trying to effect a compromise between the ridiculous 
vertical method and a sensible system, the ehlrography of 
jibe average school boy resembles the manuscript of Horace 
I Greeley. How did the notion originate? No one knows. 
Probably the enterprising gentlemen who make nnd sell 
; writing books could give a hint. Our system of public 
J education is. in the last analysis, highly manipulated by 
our fellow citizens who manufacture school books for a 
living.—St. lA'uis World.

Lives are not richly measured by years, but by 
achievements. The interval between birthdays is an arbi¬ 
trary unit. Not that we have survived another year, bn* 
that we have done deeds worth while, is the important 
matter. There is no glory and no reason for rejoiciny 
in , merely not having died, yet what more than that dr 
most of us celebrate on our birthdays?—San Francisco 
Bulletin. 

Russ'a and India. 

UNSIA cannot have the least interest in posse-ssinst 
India, or even a part of it: but a campaign against 
India represents Russia's only means of defense In a 
war with England. Of course. Russia does not wish 
to undertake another war; it did not wish to go to war 
with Japan, and it will not itself begin a war; but Russia 
will, if it is attacked iiy England, seize naturally upon the 
only possible diversion open to Russia, which is a cam¬ 
paign against India. If Russia has not seized upon this 
diversion in England's former wars, the reason thereof lay 
In grounds which no longer exist. At that time Russia 
had not gained a firm footing either in Central Asia or in 
Trans Caucasia, the latter of which had not been brought 
under Russia's yoke at the time of the Crimean War. But 
now both those regions are stages in Russia’s hands on its 
line of advance towards India: they are connected by a 
direct system of railways with tin* whole of Russia, arid 
they serve as the points of concentration of troops which 
are quite sufficient to undertake a campaign against India, 
and which, as may he taken for granted, is completely 
prepared for such a campaign. Naturally, it is Just the 
possibility, and not the impossibility, of a campaign against 
India which at critical moments exercises on the British 
Government that diplomatic restraint and carefulness 
which are so displeasing to the English press and Chauvin¬ 
ists, but which a re appreciated at their proper worth by 
sensible Englishmen.— London Globe. 

The Wounded Eagle of Waterloo. 

IG1ITY-NINE years have passed since the great Na 
poleon—the incarnate god of war- was defeated and 
finally overthrown on tlie battlefield of Waterloo In 
this epoch-making battle French valor shone brilliant¬ 
ly,and although tho eagles of France went down In disaster 
no dishonor attached to their defeat. Recently a monu¬ 
ment in memory of Napoleon's soldiers who fell at Water¬ 
loo was unveiled on tile field of that historic struggle. The 
monument was placed near the farmhouse where the "Old 
Guard" made Its last stand. The design of the memorial 
is a striking otto—a wounded eagle surmounting a rail 
shaft. Since Waterloo the eagles of France have been 
stricken even more grievously than they were by Welling¬ 
ton in 1815. In 1870 an army of 173,000 men surrendered 
at Metz to the German conqueror. It is impossible to con¬ 
ceive of the first Napoleon giving up a fight with an army 
of 171.000 valorous Frenchmen to follow his lead. The 
"Old Guard" of 1815 was composed of men who were will¬ 
ing to die, hut never to surrender. France honors herself 
in honoring the vanquished heroes of Waterloo. Sentiment 
is not extinct in the Gallic heart. It lias survived Sedan 
and Metz. I lie \\ on tided Eagle” may one day recover 

his strength and revive the glories of the "Old Guard.”_ 

Baltimore Stitt. 
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(If all unexplained happenings, none 
seems so mysterious as do those' of the 
sea. for I he waves keep their secrets. 
Among the many nautical mysteries 
which have been the talk of seafaring 
folk, that of the Mary Celeste has for 
thirty years taken the lend. All sorts 
of explanations have been attempted, 
and the incidents have been used as 
the basis of a well-known sea novel, 
yet no satisfactory solution lias been 
offered. A writer in the New York 
, Evening Post lias recently summed 
! up the facts of the case, and strange 
ones they are. The Mary Celeste was 
unlucky from Ihe first. She was 
launched in 18(5!). Bad fortune attend¬ 
ed her very start in the world, for, be- 
| ing built of green timber, she stuck 
on the ways and was floated only at 
great expense. Her voyages were un 
profitable, and after a few years her 
! captain, discouraged by continual loss, 

! took bis life. 

On Dei'. 4. 1873, the Mary Celeste, 

| bound for Genoa, was found by Ihe 
! British vessel Dei Gratia about mid¬ 
way between the Azores and Lisbon. 

; adrift and abandoned. She was run¬ 
ning under sail, her long boat was 
gone, and the chronometer and the 
) ship's papers were missing. It was ov- 
; iilent sin 1 had been deserted in haste. 
By the log book it was judged she 
bad been cruising without a crew for 
eight or nine days. 

The vessel was searched carefully, 
but the mystery only deepened. A 
naked, dark-stained cutlass which was 
found on the cabin floor for a time 
caused a suspicion of mutiny, but a I 
later examination showed the stains 
to be only rust. There were no traces 
of strife. On the cabin table lay cloth, 
needle,scissors and thimble—evidences 
of a woman's suddenly Interrupted 
sewing. The pumps wore dry, the car¬ 
go intact, and nothing wrong with the 
spars or rigging. 

The brig was taken to Gibraltar and 
Investigations begun. There was an 
attempt to prove that the captain in 
tended to lose his ship on one of the 
reefs of the Azores, but the case fell 
through. Obvious objections to this 
■ theory were the presence of the cap¬ 
tain's wife and child on board and the 


risking of all lives in the long boat, 
so far away from land. 

The most possible solution is offered 
by the writer In the Post. He believes 
that the key is to be found in the 
nature of the cargo, in the quality of 
wood iti which it was cased, and in 
the position of the fore hatch. 

When the Mary Celeste was hoarded, 
her sails gave evidence that she was 
abandoned while running before a 
strong breeze, and had been rounded 
to in order to launch the lifeboat. Her 
fore hatch was lying bottom side up 
on the deck. Her cargo was alcohol 
stored In red oak barrels. Red oak 
is very porous, and permits the es¬ 
cape of fumes under the pressure of 
high temperature. Those alcoholic 
fumes mixing with the foul air of tile 
hold may have generated a gas which 
blew off the fore hatch. Volumes of i 
vapor pouring out would have caused 
Ihe captain to believe the ship was on 
fire. Accordingly, he lost no time in 
taking to the boat, intending to lie out 
at a safe distance. There was no fire, 
but the vessel, caught by the wind! 
sprang away, and left the long boat 
to make a tantalizing and hopeless 
stern chase, and finally, no doubt, to 
sink beneath the waves. No one will 
ever know, lint this is what may have 
| happened. 

The inter adventures of the Marv 
Celeste were quite in keeping with her 
ill starred early promise. Site was sold ! 
for debt, and proved a bad bargain. ■ 
Then she was wrecked off Haiti, and I 
I tier officers were arrested for intention- ! 
«1 destruction of the brig. The case i 
in barratry was dropped, but the sus- I 
I’icion still lingers that the owners and j 
ihe captain had an understanding that i 
the vessel should never reach port.

Among tlie recent discoveries acci¬ 
dentally made is the fact that insom¬ 
nia may be cured if the person af¬ 
flicted will but spend a few minutes 
before retiring each night puffing an 
empty tobacco pipe. The remedy is 
therefore available to those who do 
not smoke, as well as to the devotees 
of the habit, for it is not necessary 
that the pipe shall have been used by 
a tobacco smoker. To smokers the 
remedy involves no cost whatever, but 
of non-smokers the capital outlay of 


the price of a pipe is required. It 
must be a wooden pipe, and curved, 
not straight. 

Having retired for the night, the suf 
forcr should lie perfectly flat on his 
back, discarding pillow rests, and puff 
steadily at an empty pipe until he feels 
thoroughly drowsy. The desired re¬ 
sult usually is achieved after from 
about sixty to 100 puffs have been 
made. The puffing should be done 
slowly, with a deep inhaling move¬ 
ment. During the entire operation the 
pipe should not he removed, as >ach 
displacing and replacing movement 
tends to wakefulness. 

1 'liose capable of great concentration 
ol thought should, if smokers, imagine 
llicy see volumes of smoke, and those 
who eschew the burning weed will be 
helped by counting the puffs. 

As sleep is often successfully wooed 
while yet the pipe is in the mouth, 
howls of meershaum or day are not 
recommended, since these are liable to 
be broken when the coming of slumber 
allows the pipe to slide from the 
mouth. Nervous people tuav lie re¬ 
assured that there is no danger in fall- 
i ing asleep with tlie stem edge of a 
j curved pipe caught between one's 
leoth. Sleep always occasions the grip 
j to lie removed. That may hold also 
j of straight pipes, but for other and 
| <ib\ ions reasons these are less suitable 
than those with curved stems. 

Winter Quarters of Circuses.

CHANCES FOR INVENTORS. 

here Are Manx Possibilities Still 
Before Them. 

In the utilization of waste products 
in making cheap substitutes for expen¬ 
sive materials there is an attractive 
field for the inventor. Rubber, for ex¬ 
ample, is growing dearer every year. 
Nome success has been had lately from 
other plants, but a fortune is waiting 
for tlie mau who will bring forward a 
real substitute. "Paper is cheap," you 
may hear a newspaper editor say to 
the young rejiorters who crowd too 
many lines on a page, but the owner 
of the publication does not think so, 

! when he has to spend a million dollars 
•>r more a year for white paper. Wood 
pulp paper is growing more expensive; 
tlie man who makes paper out of some 
other filler, at less cost, will not need 
to worry about his financial future. A 
company is being formed to make pa¬ 
per from the waste hulls of the cotton 
-seed; nearly every other part of the 
plant is now utilized. 

Paving materials are far from per¬ 
fect. Asphalt is very expensive, and 
there are many objections to it. What 
is wanted is a material that will have 
all the permnaency of asphalt, all the 
silence of the wood pavements of Lon¬ 
don, and all the holding qualities of the 
‘odiitry macadamize l road a pave¬ 
ment that will be firm, but soft; that 
will be smooth, but not slippery: that 
| will last, and yet can tie easily re¬ 
moved; and that, above all else, will be 
clean. To be a cheap pavement it 
ought to be made from some waste ma¬ 
terial. A fireproof substitute for wood, 
made from waste material, will pay its 
inventor well. 

Manufacturers are all searching for 
new materials, and for new and cheap¬ 
er processes of metal working. Re¬ 
duce, l>y a dollar a ton, the cost of 
making steel and you can add enor¬ 
mously to the net earnings of the 
1 tilted States Steel Corpora I ion, which 
has funds ready to reward the success¬ 
ful inventor. Flexible glass is not im¬ 
possible. Think what it would be 
worth to the trades! Mine owners of¬ 
ten neglected great mountains of metal 
because they cannot extract the ore 
profitably.
